Ovens arc built, consisting of a oboin- 


bor; about 11 f cot square and 4 *feet high, 
with a flat roof. Above this another 
eluunlicr, 9 feet high, it built, witli a 
vaulted roof, having u email opening in 
tho middle to tulmitt liglif. /Below a 
larger opening commniiitates with tho 
romn underneath.

After ibis they ore placed an inch or two 
apart and continually turned, tliis last 
stage taking mx or seven clays.
